Use of more careful methods of har- 


result in a saving of thousands of dol.

Many farmers fail to realize the need 
for care at digging time, with refers 
ence to keeping qualities of the crop, 
says H.C. Moore, extension specialist 
in potatoes at M. A. C., who gives the 
following general rules for handling 
the spud harvest: 

“Potatoes should be dug when they 
are well matured, so that the skin. is 
not.easily broken in handling. Imma- 
ture potatoes are easily bruised and 
skinned. Suchstock takes on a dark 
color which renders it undesirable on 
the market. Furthermore, immature 
potatoes are likely to rot. in storage, |

One fact, however, is to be bettie in 
mind. Spectacular and violent as are 


some cases of illicit liquor poisoning 
and inevitable as are the slow poison-. 


ings often incurred, the number of men 
killed by alcoholic drink in the United 
States today is much. smaller than it 
was before prohibition, A larger pro- 
portion of those who drink are killed, 
but drinkers today constitute a pro- 
portion of the total population so much 
smaller than io pre- -prohibition days.
